RESOLUTION 

New DelhiA, the 4th July 1970 

No, F. 2.V1/70-W.5. — The development of the pro- 
gramme of Social Welfare in the country has to be related 
to the changing needs of people. This calls for constant 
study and research. A number of eiForts are already being 
made to undertake studies of the field problems by schools 
of social work and other social science research organisa- 
tions. These efforts have to be coordinated so as to evolve 
an effective purposeful programme of Research in Social 
Welfare. 

2, The Department of Social Welfare has decided, there- 
fore, to constitute a Standing Advisory Committee on 
Social Welfare Research with tne following terms of refe- 
rence and membership : 

Terms of Reference : 

(i) To work out the areas of research and study in 
the field of Social Welfare ami to indicate priorities 
that should he given to the subjects and areas of 
research to meet the requirements of the field. 

(ii) To examine the methods of study included in 
different research projects submitted by the research 
organisations and to advise the Department on the 
approach adopted in the preparation of these 
projects, 

(iii) To guide in any other work related to the promo- 
tion of Social Welfare research in the country.

Form of Examination 

The examination will consist of the following two parts : — 

Part I — Practical test in Regulations and procedure — 100 

marks, 

A practical test will he conducted over a synthetic R/T 
circuit. Candidates will be required to use phonetic alpha- 
bets and general procedure for radiotelephone working. 
Candidates will he required to carry r out communications 
associated with mobile and/or base stations. Typical 
examples of what the candidates are expected to carry out 
are : preparation of messages for transmission, exchange of 
traffic, us e of priorities requesting D/F assistance, obtaining 
meteorological informations, position reports, distress, 
urgency, safely and D/F procedures. 

Part If — Oral examination in 

(a) Regulations and Procedure — 100 marks. 

(b) Radio Principles and Practice — 100 marks. 

SYLLABUS : (a) Regulations and Procedure : — Shall cover 
the following 

— International Telecommunication Convention and 
Radio Regulations. 

— General and Aeronautical ‘Q’ Code signals and other 
abbreviations as contained in Annex, 10 (Vol. I &

No. 29/ 1 HO-Llt— On the results of Actuarial Valuation 
of the liabilities of the Post Office Insurance Fund as at the 
31st March, 1969, the President is pleased to grant to the 
holders of Postal Life Insurance policies in force on the 31st 
March, 1969, a simple reversionary bonus as an addition to 
and payable with the sum assured, to be allowed for each 
full month during which the policies were in force between 


the 1st April. 1967 and 31st March, 1969 at the rates given 
below : — 

(i) Whole Life Assurance policies — Rs, 28/- per 

thousand sum assured per annum. 

(ii) Endowment Assurance policies — Rs. 22/- per 

thousand sum assured per annum. 

2. In the case of converted policies, bonus will be allotted 
to the respective policies as they existed on the 31st March, 
1969. 

3. in respect of policies which resulted into and will 
result into claims by death or by survival between 1st April, 
1969 and the date ol the next valuation, an interim bonus 
should he paid fur each full month during which such poli- 
cies were or arc in force during the period from 
1st April, 1969 to the date on which a claim arose or arises, 
at the rates given below ; — 

(i) Whole Life Assurance policies — — Rs. 28/- per 
thousand sum assured per annum. 

(ii) Endowment Assurance policies — Rs. 22/- per 

thousand sum assured per annum. 

The interim bonus will be based on the amount of the sum 
assured on the date of death or maturity. The policies sur- 
rendered or that may be surrendered between 1st April, 
1969 and the date of the next valuation shall receive a 
bonus equal to the cash surrender value of the interim 
bonus speciiied above for such portion of the period as the 
policies were in force. 

4. Fractions of a rupee shall be rounded off to the nearest 
rupee (i.e. 50 paisc or more being rounded off to the next 
higher rupee) while calculating the amount of bonus 
accured under a policy.
